April 1983 may go-down as the-month— 
of Spratly. A group of Germans are suppose 
to be on the air. about April 7th or 8th. 

The Spratly Islands are located in 
the South China Sea, an area roughly bound- 
ed by Mataysia in the south, Vietnam in the 
west, China in the north and the Philippines 
jin the east. The Spratlys, named after 
Spratly Island, consist of about one hundred 
islands, reefs and cays, of which only 33 
remain permanently above sea level. The 
group. covers an area of 180,000 square 
kilometers. Other than for fishing, the 
Spratlys have had very little commercial 
value until the 1970's when the possibility 
of oil was considered. All or part of the 
island group is claimed by China, Vietnam, 
Malaysia, Taiwan and the Philippines.
